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1. (U) Scope Note

(U) The Piracy Analysis and Warning Weekly (PAWW) Report is a review of recent Somali piracy incidents and an
outlook on threats around the Horn of Africa.

2. (U) Piracy Events Over Past Week

(U) Somali pirate activity is at low levels. There was one reported vessel attack during this one week period. There
were no vessels reported as hijacked during this one week period.

A. (U) Details
(V) Vessels Hijacked: No current incidents to report.
(V) Vessels Boarded: No current incidents to report.
(U) Vessels Fired Upon/Attempted Boardings:

(U) SOMALLIA: Container ship fired upon on 05 January near position 0307N 05152E, approximately 400
nm east northeast of Mogadishu, Somalia. The attack consisted of six pirates; they chased and fired automatic
weapons and RPG at the vessel. The vessel raised alarm, crew mustered in citadel and armed security team
fired warning shots. The pirates aborted the attack and moved away. A warship and naval helicopter were
dispatched towards the vessel; the crew and vessel are safe. (IMB)
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(U) Other Activity:

1. (U) RED SEA: Gas carrier ship underway experienced suspicious incident on 8 January near position
1240N 04316E, in Bab EI Mandeb, Red Sea. The activity consisted of two skiffs, with five to six persons in
each skiff traveling at 14 knots. The master raised alarm, anti-piracy measures initiated, distress message was
transmitted and the armed security team fired a warning flame and showed their weapons. One skiff slowed
but the other continued to approach within 200 meters from the tanker. Two more warning shots were fired by
the armed security team; however, the skiff continued to approach the vessel. The armed team fired additional
shots across the lead skiff’s bow; the suspected pirates aborted the mission and moved away. The crew and
vessel are safe. (IMB)

2. (U) INDIAN OCEAN: On the evening of 5 January, a merchant ship reported being attacked by pirates in
an area off the coast of Somalia. Upon hearing the distress call, NATO warships were sent to investigate,
operating as part of NATO’s Operation Ocean Shield. One vessel launched a helicopter to begin the
investigation, which located one suspected pirate skiff which was towing another skiff. On 6 January, another
NATO ship arrived on scene and launched a boarding party in small boats which succeeded in stopping the
skiffs. Twelve suspected pirates and two skiffs were seized. All the suspects are being held onboard the
NATO vessel for evidence collection. (EUNAVFOR Press Release, 8 January 2013)

4. Weather Forecast for 9 — 16 January 2013

A. (U) GULF OF ADEN: East winds of 5 — 10 knots and seas of 1 — 3 feet in the western portion of the Gulf; with
northeast winds of 10 — 15 knots and seas of 2 — 4 feet in the eastern portion of the Gulf. EXTENDED FORECAST:
East winds of 5 — 10 knots and seas of 1 — 3 feet in the western portion of the Gulf; with northeast winds of 10 — 15
knots and seas of 2 — 4 feet in the eastern portion of the Gulf.

B. (U) SOMALI COAST: Northeast winds of 15 — 20 knots and seas of 3 — 5 feet. EXTENDED FORECAST:
Northeast winds of 15 — 20 knots with seas of 3 — 5 feet.

C. (U) ARABIAN SEA: Northeast winds of 5 — 10 knots and seas of 2 - 4 feet. EXTENDED FORECAST: North-
northeast winds of 10 — 15 knots and seas of 3 — 5 feet.

D. (U) CENTRAL AFRICAN COAST/INDIAN OCEAN: Northerly winds of 5 — 10 knots with seas of 2 - 4 feet.
EXTENDED FORECAST: Northeast winds of 10 — 15 knots with seas of 3 - 5 feet.

E. (U) MOZAMBIQUE CHANNEL.: Northeast winds of 15 — 20 knots and seas of 2 — 4 feet in the northern
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Channel; with northeast winds of 15 — 20 knots and seas of 3 — 5 feet in the southern Channel. EXTENDED
FORECAST: Southeast winds of 10 — 15 knots and seas of 3 — 5 feet in the northern Channel; with southeast winds
of 15 — 20 knots and seas of 7 — 9 feet in the southern Channel.

F. (U) SURFACE CURRENTS: The northern Arabian Sea, Gulf of Aden, and the Mozambique Channel currents
are variable with most areas having average speeds of less than 1 knot. Current speeds along the Somali Basin
average between 1 - 2 knots.

Please note that these
terms relate to observable activity, are independent of target vessel status, and exclude actions by governmental
powers in lawful pursuit of their authorities.

(V) Terms of Reference

(U) The following terms have been adopted to describe the range of criminal anti-shipping activity and impediments
to safe navigation in our worldwide reporting and analysis:

o (U) Attempted Boarding — Close approach or hull-to-hull contact with report that boarding paraphernalia
were employed or visible in the approaching boat.

e (V) Blocking — Hampering safe navigation, docking, or undocking of a vessel as a means of protest.

e (U) Boarding — Unauthorized boarding of a vessel by persons not part of its complement without successfully
taking control of the vessel.

e (U) Firing Upon — Weapons discharged at or toward a vessel.

e (U) Hijacking — Unauthorized seizure and retention of a vessel by persons not part of its complement.

e (U) Kidnapping — Unauthorized forcible removal of persons belonging to the vessel from it.

e (U) Robbery — Theft from a vessel or from persons aboard the vessel.

e (U) Suspicious Approach — All other unexplained activity in close proximity by an unknown vessel.

e (U) High: More than 7 piracy incidents in this one-week period

e (U) Moderate: 3-6 piracy incidents in this one-week period

e (V) Low: 1-2 piracy incidents in this one-week period
